The belief that a criminal no matter
how great his crime has left within
him a sense of honor to those who hold
out a helping hand is confirmed to
certain extent by cold facts registered
on the books f the Prisoners Aid

of the District whose efforts are
devoted to the relief of first offenders
and beginners in the school of crime

After a career covering sbc years the
society finds that It has paid out in fines
and fares 3096251 Of this amount
S185il12 has been returned to the so
ciety by those to whom it was extended-
as a loan This Is but little more than
yk per cent of the entire Investment
lost Thousands of have been
saved to the Columbia
through the work of the society In care
for the prisoners and costa of trials and
convictions

Diocesan Institution
The Prisoners Aid Society although

under the control of the Episcopal
Church and a diocesan institution Is
nonsectarian-

Its officers are President the Hfeht
Rev Henry Yates Satterlee Bishop of
Washington vice president the Rev H
P Williams Archdeacon of Washington
treasurer Mrs Mary F Case secretary
Miss Rachel C Levy physician Dr Ida

The executive committee is made up of

The society alms to save young men
and women from lives of crime Its
motto 1 Prevention one rarely used
in the present penal system

At Mrs Babcocks home on Capitol
Hill the society was started with L S
Emery as president and Chaplain J H
Bradford as vie president C A
Matsie was made agent

In April 1900 the work was taken In
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hand by the Episcopal Church which
has maintained the work ever since
The name was then changed to that of
the Prisoners Aid Department of the
Diocese of Washington

Membership is open to all on the pay-
ment of a nominal fee which goes to
help the work among the unfortunate
There are no salaried officers of the In
stitution

Interesting Statistics
The statistics of tho work of the six

years pf the organization present a
most Interesting and cheering study of
what has been accomplished

During that time 3866 visits have been
paid and 13200 prisoners assisted Of
this number there were 7723 white males
and 441S colored males 405 white women
and 754 colored women were assisted
The department sent home 2236 and
found employment for 276 Clothing was
supplied to 091 to enable them to pre
sent a good appearance at their homes
or before their new employers One
hundred and thirtysix citizens of the
District of Columbia took unfortunates
into their homes and thirtyfour visits
were by the department physician

Through the officers ot the society
thirtyfour have been released from Jail
and 6J15 from the workhouse Fines and
car fares home amounted to 2095251 of
which amount 1836350 was returned to

raid
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the department by those aided making
a total loss of only f9S8l a percentage-
of 0

Tho total expenses of tho work have
been 547492 thus producing an average
cost of 4115 cents for every person
aided

In the work of the society the posi-
tion of Mr MassJe its agent and the
results he has accomplished stand
conspicuously In the history of the little
organization His services are v lun
tarlly given and he is untiring in his
efforts to make easier the lot of tho
prisoners who are given into his care
He Is called The Prisoners Friend
